Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of 
Hendricks, Kenner, Campanella, and Farry fail to disclose "directly delivering content comprises bypassing an aggregator" (applicant's 
remarks, pages 5-7). 

In response, the system disclosed by Hendricks, Kenner, and Campanella route all requests through the aggregator, the headend of 
Hendricks and the "local SRU" of Kenner (see Kenner, col. 8, lines 23-25). Farry is introduced to modify this system to establish a direct 
link between a user system and a content provider using virtual circuit through a cross connect switch, which would thus bypass the 
aforementioned aggregator. 
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
